Capt. Dailey 
Re-Enlists 
In Army Air 


One of the most determined 
lax drives ever instituted by the 
local United States Internal 
Revenue Office lias been under 
way lor almost a month it was 
icvoaled today by Collector Har¬ 
ry C. West over. 

A special trained squad of fif¬ 
teen men have been examining 
every e.scrow transaction cover¬ 
ing tlie sale of real property in 
Los Angeles County since the 
beginning of tlie current housing 
shortage. Deputy Collector John 
Bachman, former bank official, 
is in charge of the investigation. 

Banks, title companies, trust 
companies, and escrow offices 
are being combed for evidence 
of profitable sales. Tax returns 
of the parties involved are im¬ 
mediately examined for veracity. 

Of tlie fir.st 3000 returns audit¬ 
ed, Weslover slated that 1338 
were accepted as filed and the 
balance indicate additional taxes 
ot more than $2.50,000 to be due 
the Government. 

Quite a lew of Hic.se cases, 
Westover declared, will result in 
criminal complaints being filed. 
He added, however, that charges 
will not be preferred again.sl 
taxpayers making voluntary dis¬ 
closures of deficiencies. 

"We are cspecialiy concern¬ 
ed,’’ Westover declared, "with 
such lax evasion devices as sales 
partially out of escrow; and 
fal.se mortgage recordings. 

"We wilj continue this drive 
until every sale of property in 
Los Angeles County ha.s been 
.-icrulinized and we will then 
;tiovc to tlie other nine counties 
in Southern California,’’ West- 
over added.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 30.—State 
Director of Motor V'chiclcs, Ed¬ 
gar E. Lampion warned Cali¬ 
fornia motorists today that they 
will liave to pay inerca.sod fees 
to register Ihoir cars in the 1848 
renewal period. 

Liimpton pointed out that the 
registration cards (white slips) 
issued to motorists now I'arry 
an incorrect entry for the 1948 
fee because tlie cards wore is¬ 
sued before the 1947 legislature 
boosted registration fees from $3 
to $6. 

He said liis staff will be able 
to mail notices of motorcycles, 
trailers and commercial vehicles, 
but “passenger vehicle owners 
requesting renewal by mail will 
have to figure their own.” 

Lampton gave this method for 
figuring out the correct foe: Add 
$3 to the amount entered for 
1948 on the registration card and 
then bring the amount to the 
nearest even dollar to find the 
fee. TIius, if the slip says $5.60, 
,$3 added to that will make it 
.$8.60 and Hie amount due will 
ho Hie nearest even figure, $9.

Although other artists may 
have lived in Sierra Madre more 
years than has Alfred James

Stone Mountain and the 'Black 
ton Borglum and his painter 
wife. Before he left Sierra Mad¬ 
re to carve history on the moun¬ 
tainsides, he painted a series 
of portraits of L,ucky Baldwin's 
prize-winning race horses, at 
his studio on the northwest cor¬ 
ner of Hermosa and Orange 
Grove, of which not a trace re¬ 
mains. 

Much later than this there 
came into being successively 
three or four organizations 
which fostered and encouraged 
art and artists in ways suitable 
to the time and circumstances. 
For about five years beginning 
in 1930, Mrs. Fred Griebenow 
was personally responsible for 
an adjunct of the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club known as "The 
Little Gallery" which gave 
monthly reception or exhibi¬ 
tions or both to visiting artists 
and resident artists—the visitors 
including Joan Mannheim, 
Theodore Modra, William Lee 
Judson. and Bruce Russell, the 
pre.scnt distinguished cartoonist 
of the Los Angeles Times, who.se 
home was formerly here. In 1932 
Kenry Hawxhurst established 
bis subsequently famous Muni¬ 
cipal Art League (described 
elsewhere in this issue), which 
flourished under his teacliing 
and direction for three years, 
until the Federal government 
made the unwcicomed ge.sture 
of proposing to lake it into the 
fold of the Federal art bureau- 
cracy. Later the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce offmed prizes, 
to which the late Mrs. Ida Law¬ 
less liberally subscribed, for 
paintings exhibited by local ar¬ 
tists at the annual Wistaria Fete 
in which the Liltle Gallery also 
frequently co-operated. In March 
of 1938 the Arts Guild was 
founded by Alfred Dewey and 
some artists a.ssociatcs and oth¬ 
ers interested in the subject,
